In Truth we learn to judge or discriminate be- 
tween that which is true and that which is not true. 
The more spiritual one becomes the more is his fac- 
ulty of judgment developed. The more he enjoys a 
consciousness of health and prosperity, the more he 
knows that disease and lack are not true to the prin- 
ciples of spiritual truth, When one recognizes the 
false as true he is like the mathematician who be- 
lieves that a wrong computation is right. Judgment, 
therefore, is a safeguard and keeps one from false 
security.

The faculty of judgment is of greatest value when 
used in discriminating between thoughts.
